Toronto, Nov. 27.— University of 
Montreal will be entered in the inter- 
collegiate hockey scries this winter if the 
sentiment at the meeting of the execu- 
tive of the Hockey Union held here on 
Saturday is any indication. McGill 
strongly urged that the new university 
should be allowed to compete in the se- 
ries and Toronto University was also of 
the opinion that the addition of another 
team would be a big advantage in the 
collegiate games. The representative 
from Queens had through some mistake 
not been advised of the fact that the new 
college would be proposed for member- 
ship and was not prepared to give hi 
vote in favor of its inclusion, but could 
not sec any reason why it should not be 
received into the Union. 

The delegates from the three colleges 
returned to seek the definite opinion of 
of the bodies which they were represent 
ing and they will take a vote by mail 
'.his week, Friday being the last day on 
which the letters may be sent in.. 

With everything pointing to the inclu- 
sion of the new team in the league there 
should be a great deal more interest tak- 
en in intercollegiate hockey this winter. 
The University of Montreal has been 
noted for the number at good hockey 
players who have been attending lectures 
there, but for the past few years they 
have been forced to play on outsidi 
teams as there was no aggregation re 
orcsentativc of their college.

Universities of Queens, McGill and Toronto, held at the latter 
college on Saturday. Xo announcement in recent years rcgard- 
ng collegiate athcltics has given more promise of a denite step 
forward in fostering sport among the big uuniversities in eastern 
Canada. 

The competition between the teams representing the colleges 
in the athletic world has tended to become monotonous, and has 
very often led to the suggestion that a regular schedule be aban- 
doned and each university left to arrange its own games. There 
— »~> not any other, universities in this part of Canada big enough

to enter the varisms athletic unions, and no other plan semeed 
feasible. 

The present suggestion of including the French-Canadian uni- 
versity seems to be the logical solution of the question. As far 
as hockey is concerned, the Montreal team seams to have a wealth 
of good material, and should be able to give good competition to 
the other three colleges at present in the intercollegiate league. 
Th inclusion of the new team would also make the league more 
interesting to the people who have been spectators at college 
games for many seasons past. , « 

Queens and Toronto seem to grasp the significance of the 
movement to include thè new university, and there te. little d^oubt 
concerning their decision. With a schedule in which there are suf- 
ficient games arranged to keep the college teams busy without the 
necessity of entering in competition with outside clubs, the athletic 
associations' at Torontofi Queens and McGill will have accom- 
plished something that they have been working for during many 
yearspast.

Democracy and Assimilation, with 
•heir particular significance to- the Jew 
formed the topic of a scholary address 
delivered before the Maccabean Circle 
yesterday afternoon by Rabbi Barnelt 
Brickner of Toronto. 

Otto Klincbcrg M.A., Med. '24 
troduced the speaker at the^ conclusion 
' of the business part of the meeting. Dr 
Brickner spoke of the evolution of the 
democratic spirit and its influence on 
various fields of thought. As a necessary 
result of the development of this spirit 
the rabbi said that the groups in the 
States gained more consideration. 

He asserted that the Jew has a genius 
for assimilating not amalgamating, but 
discredited emphatically the "Melting 
Pot" theory in the state. The Jews and 
members of all other -nationalities can 
make the greatest contributions to Can- 
ada he argued, if they retain their cultu- 
ral entity, at the same time assimilating 
the economical, political, and linguistic 
features of the state to which they all 
owe allegiance.

And in passing it would be wel 
to note that copies of the true article' 
are not to be found in the museum bu 
in every case the true historical object 
For example we find that the true jour- 
nal written by Wolfe after having beer 
lost for over a hundred years has at 
last be found and now rests m its place 
in the McCord museum. 

In another room we find old furniture 
of years almost forgotten and not only 
is the furniture rare because of its age 
but it also has a past. The desk of James 
McGill is .there .and' other articles that 
are priceless. 

One room is devoted to Quebec and 
historical events which have taken place 
in that city or near it. Another room is 
devoted to Ottawa and the multitude o 
important additions to the history o 
Canada which have taken place there 
The history of McGill has thoughtfully 
been given a room where many of the 
famous articles that have been of un 
known value because of their connec- 
tion with the University are placed 
There are in this room objects - connected 
with the life of every principal from the 
days of James McGill down to the pre 
sent period 

Opposite to this room is one devoted 
to the work of various men along rclig 
ious lines in Canada. Memories of th 
hard battle of establishing the church 
imong the Indians' are there placed. 
Portraits of men who feared neither 
death in the frozen wilderness or the 
ruel cunning of thé Indian are hung 
-long the walls. 

All through the building there are 
->aintings done under the careful super- 
vision of the donor of the museum 
which trace the history of the country 
These pictures , are acuratc to the last 
nossible detail. They are not oniv gior* 
painting but true to the spot where the- 
were painted, the famous Lake George 
-nay be found ' as it was in the nineties 
with every detail true. 

The mention of a few of these article» 
which have been after years opened to 
the public docs not describe the interest- 
: ng exhibits. The work of the staff ir 
•>rrangin<r and placing these collection-- 
is excellent. Any one who wishes in- 
■'ormation concerning the exhibition may 
i!ways cet it .there. Miss Muir who 'j 
'•n charsc is in authority on the history 
>f the country. 

The staff is' composed of Miss Mui

This museum is without riva! in Can- 
ada. Mortrcal is indeed fortunate to pos- 
sess it because of the stronfr desire that 
two other cities had to capture the col- 
lection for their use. It is not a col- 
lection which is of interest only to the 
collector or the history scholar. There 
are objects that are so interwoven and 
mixed with the past of Canada, as it is

CHANGE NAME OF 
COLLEGE. 



As a result of a decree issued by the 
court yesterday the Pennsylvania Col- 
lege ot Gettysburg has assumed the of- 
ficial name of Gettysburg College. Since 
the time that the college was chartered 
in 1832 it has been officially known 
s Pennsylvania College of Gettysburg, 
though it was more often called Gettys- 
burg College. According to Dr. W. A. 
Granville, the president of the college, 
the name was changed in order to avoid 
confusion with oilier colleges using the 
name Pennsylvania.

Under this heading the first 
things to consider are the harness 
and irons. Little need be said about 
the various types of harness, because 
the one almost entirely used in this 
country, the Ilurtdeld, is the. most 
satisfactory for all round purposes 
In buying a new pair of skis be sure 
and sec that the irons arc of heavy 
steel (about 1-S inch), otherwise they 
will spring apart when the toe oi 
the boot exerts any pressure against 
them. Last season some very light 
irens were placed on the ma/ke; and 
proved very unsatisfactory. 

A pair of boots should be set aside 
specially for skiing. Regulation ski 
boots are of course very much better, 
but an ordinary heavy ptir will serve- 
when ski boots arc not available 
Though some people prefer the high 
boots they do not allow of the same 
freedom of the ankles and arc heav- 
ier. For these reasons ankle boots are 
much more widely used. They should 
be oiled frequently to preserve them. 
A slight groove around the heel will 
keep the heel-strap from falling off. 
Most people prefer to have their 
'loots big enough to allow of two 
pairs of socks; this is a matter of 
•jcrsonal taste, but remember that if 
the feet arc tight in the boots cold 
feet will result. So have enough room 
in the hoots to allow some motion 
of the toes especially. 

One of the most important points 
hi skiing is lo have the boot fit pro- 
perly on the ski. The toe of the boot 
night to be just far enough into the 
iron to allow the knee to go forward 
and downward until it is within a 
few inches of thé' Skî.' As a guide, 
the tip of the' toe of the boot should 
be from one half to' one inch in 
front of the irons. 

There ought not to be any sidt 
Movement of the hce! oi the boo: 
lossible, and the heel ought to lie on 
the middle of the ski. A very large 
number of people who arc taking up 
skiing will come to "ait 'expert and 
tell him that they do not seem to 
have any control over their skis and 
wonder why this is. Nine times out 
of ten it is because they entrusted 
the ones who sold them the skis with 
fitting their boots, then dismissed the 
subject from their mind. It takes 
at least three or four trips skiiing to 
get boots to fit the irons, and to 
take up the slack in the straps, due 
to the leather stretching. If the irons 
arc out of shape a monkey wrench 
is a good tool to straighten them 
with. If they arc loose in thes kiis 
make a wooden wedge and hammer 
this in cither in front or behind the 
iron, taking care not to let the wedge 
get above or beiow the iron, as this 
will cause the skis to split. Care 
must be taken, when straightening the 
irons not to split the ski. 

It is astonishing how little though', 
the average skier gives to a comfort-, 
able dress for skiing. The custom 
seems to be to throw on half a dozen 
sweaters or so, then a coat on top' 
of them, then' go up on the moun- 
tain and sweat. Trousers 'arc the 
most satisfactory leg covering, as 
they allow greater freedom than 
breeches. They may be rolled in- 
side the socks- just above the boot 
top, and a shoe lace used to tie 
around the sock,, then the top of 
the sock turned, down, hiding the boot 
lace. This holds the bottom of the 
trousers in place. For the body cov- 
ering something which will keen out 
the wind and be fairly tig'jit at the 
neck and wrists will best serve the 
purpose. A large heavy shirt with a 
light sweater inside of it would serve 
the purpose very we'll. Many will 
not agree with the above,.' Ijut con- 
sider the following. A sweater by it- 
self does not keen out a bit of wind, 
whereas it overheats one, where there 
is no wind. Also the snow, sticks to 
sweaters badly. There is, no use 
trying to lay down any set dress, 
but when dressing for skiiiiig'bear in 
mind the following ideal conditions: 
Wear clothing which: 1, allows ab- 
solute freedom; J, keeps out ' the 
wind; 3, is tight, that is to lay, when 
you fall you do not need to spend five 
minutes digging show from pockets 
or under a coat or sweater, etc. 

Poles will now he considered. They 
should be long enough so (Hat they 
reach nearly to the arm-oils 1 . ' Discs 
are. provided at the pointed end. 
Practically every one nowadays uses 
poles from the time they start skiing. 
This is really a mistake, for by learn- 
ing to skit with poles, invariably the 
beginner will count on his pales in- 
stead of his body for his balance. Un-

VASSAR HAS UNIQUE COURSE 
IN JOURNALISM. 

Vassar is une of the first of the wo- 
men's colleges to offer a course in Jour- 
nalism as one of its regular électives 
counting toward the degree.- As a pr£ 
requisite, si\ elective hours of writing 
courses are necessary and the studen 
lust gain the consent of the instructor 
Professor Hinges Johnson, before elect 
ing it. 

The instructor aims to create the at 
mosphere of the newspaper office rather 
than that of the classroom. The meet- 
ings are informal, the reading and cri 
.' trci'sm of assigned work following 
brief lecture by the instructor. 

•Headlines are the first thing studied 
This year the class experimented on tin 
probable methods different papers 
would have used in captioning the "Voy 
.age of the Ancient Mariner". ("Suck 
own Blood"), followed by appropriate 
sub-caps, was the headline selected fi 
(the New York American.) News sto 
ries followed campus; doings from hoc 
key games to bobbed hair statistics were 
reported. 

Experiments in interviewing were 
made next with the instructor as the 
first victim. Editorials and the devolp 
ment of editorials into the intimate cs 
say are soon to be discussed. 

Practical experience is gained from 
interviewing important guests of the 
college and Ifrom exploring Poughkeep 
sic for news stories. Indoor to cooper 
ate with the Publicity Committee for the 
Endowment Fund, students are acting 
temporarily as correspondents for va- 
rious papers. For the present they arc 
allowed at any time to use -articles for 
outside papers as supplementary to or 
substitutes for regular assignments. 

Jornalism is itself a prerequisite 'for an 
advanced course which Professor John- 
son gives to a limited number of stu- 
dents who show exceptional ability in 
writing. A great many of the alumnae 
who have taken this course, have enter- 
. ed the profession of writing. In fact sta- 
tistics show that 35 per cent of the Jour- 
nalism classes earn their living by writ- 
ing within a short time of their grad- 
uation Ifrom college.

A few days ago there appeared in 
the "Daily" an essay which the ma- 
jority of its readers' would do well to 
frame" and ' set up for constant refer- 
ence, for it is one of those rare 
flashes of intuitive genius which re- 
veal life in its true' perspective, and 
upon which, in the multiplying com- 
plexities of the. world, wc arc in- 
reasingly dependent. 
The essay, a clipping from the 
"Times," entitled "Pure Literature," is. 
li effect, a very fair recipe for the ac- 
quisition of that philosophy of life 
which Matthew Arnold tells us is 
the aim' of all education'; 'and it is on. 
this account that the article is of 
such importance to us," who. in the 
course of one year, or two, or three, 
will burst on a stupefied world, 
equipped with a. large piece of parch- 
ment, and a very small 'philosophy 
of life." ' ! . 

The keystone, the crown, of life, 
iccording to ... the writer in the 
'Times," is a passion for the abso- 
ute. It is the aim of all poets and 
nusicians, sculptors and painters, to 
.rive expression to this passion; as it 
s the appreciation of such expres- 
sion which constitutes the highest 
atisfaction which the rest of us can 
eel. Since the phrase "a passion for 
he absolute," is but another way of 
saying "a passion for truth," it is not 
llogical to add the scientist to the 
ist, and to modify the phrase. Hence 
we have but another expression of the 
Dft-exprcsscd truth that man's high- 
st work is the search for Truth, and 
he recognition of it when found. The 
ncrc expression would, however, 
jcncfit us little in' our routine-dulled 
condition of mind; and the real value 
of the dipping from the "Times" lies 
n the startling emphasis with which 
this phrase "the passion for the ab- 
solute" (or truth) is applied to our 
:onception of life. 

Here in Montreal, "the commercial 
nctropolis of Canada," wc arc sur 
ounded by .the technique of society; 
-even the, institutions of education 
;cem to exist primarily for the pur 
)Ose of manufacturing tools. Wc 
■re minutely instructed in the best 
ncthods of "increasing out output," 
clearing our brains, fitting ourselves 
for success— and receive' no indica- 
tion whatever of thé true meaning of 
things; why wè should "put out' 
mything, how we should use our 
drains, or what is the nature "of suc- 
cess. ' Occasionally in 'the course of 
our reading, our amusement, or our 
lectures, we experience (to quote 
from the "Times" article) "a state of 
>cing different from our ordinary 
'ife, so different that wc may call it 
•ranscendent," Who has not felt the 
exaltation, the thrill of truth, induced 
')y such words as these of Francis 
Thompson's: — '

The immense quantity 
of bad literature, worse-drama and un- 
speakable music in which wc arc wal- 
iowiiur in the present day, is not a 
refutation of this theory, but rather 
the reverse; it is the desperate and 
inarticulate striving of the "passion 
for the absolute" — the drowning man 
•hitching at the straw. And a straw 
it is, for the craving remains unsat- 
isfied, tlv: striving ineffectual, and wc 
are thrown back again to seek, in the 
subsidiary conditions of life, the un 
real world of politics, business and 
"work," some- respite from the cease, 
less if stifled urgings of the passion 
for the absolute. ■

the rest occasionally give us that we 
realise how unreal is our ordinary 
world. Who has felt this exaltation 
and has not wondered at the appar- 
ent obliquity of vision manifested by 
the world in general — the enormous 
amount of energy spent in the tech 
nique of life, the crowding of real liv- 
ing into these chance-sent moments, 
and the obliteration of Truth, the real 
object of the quest, by the subsidiary 
conditions of its guiding?
